MRCC Falmouth - TX on 2226 
kHz will change to 1880 kHz

Japan Earthquake and Tsunami 


As misery continues since the earthquake, tsunami and nuclear accident hit north- 
eastern Japan on 11 March, the headquarters station of the Japan Amateur Radio 
League (JARL) in Tokyo, JAIRL, became a disaster communication centre in the 
days immediately after the disaster. 


International Amateur Radio Union (I[ARU) Region 3 Secretary, Ken Yamamoto 
JAICJP reports that they transmitted rescue requests including the needs of refugee 
centre facilities down to the basics of electricity, water and gas supplies. 


Ken JAICJP said that hand-held VHF and UHF transceivers are now being delivered 
to the local disaster relief centres. “The equipment is being used to establish 
VHF/UHF networks for refugee centres and local disaster relief,’ he said. “JARL 
expresses its appreciation to all radio amateurs for their cooperation to keep 
7.030MHz clear for disaster relief communications.” Ken JAICJP, said. 


DX News 


A major IOTA expedition which incorporates 5 different IOTA references in Papua 
New Guinea has just started and the team are currently on the Feni Islands OC-101 
signing P29VCX until 7 April. Then from 8 — 14 April they move to the Nuguria 
Islands OC-257 where the call P29NI will be used. This is followed by the Green 
Islands OC-231 where they will use P29VLR from 15 — 18 April. Finally the call 
P29VCX will firstly be used on Misima Island OC-117 on 22 — 25 April and then on 
Loloata Island OC-240 from 26 — 27 April. All in all this presents an opportunity to 
work up to 5 new ones for the IOTA Award or possibly to fill in a few slots for your 
DXCC Challenge. 


Three French operators will be QRV from the Seychelles using the callsign S79UFT 
until 15 April. They will operate mainly CW with some PSK. 


Our own DXer Dave EJ9FBB will pay a short visit to Monaco later this month and 
will be active as 3A/EI9FBB from 20 — 22 April. Operation will be mainly in the 


afternoons and logs will be uploaded to Logbook of the World and eQSL. 

Uganda has been quite easy to work in recent times. Nick 5X1NH has been very 
active and is still there till 14 April. Another visitor this time UV5EVJ is now signing 
5X1VJ. He will be in Uganda till 8 June. 


Craig VK4LDX will be QRV from Magnetic Island OC-171 from 17 — 20 April. He 
plans to operate SSB, PSK41 and RTTY. He will use the call VK4LDX/P.
